Mr. McDonald was elected on the 
third count late Thursday afterncon 
when he was chosen over W. R. 
Howson of Edmonton, H. J. Mont- 
gomery of Wetaskiwin and Capt. J. 
C. Bowen of Edmonten. 

There were 288 delegates present, 
and the convention was one of the 
most enthusiastic ever held in Cal- 
. The choice of Mr. McDonald 
brought tumultuous cheers he 
rose to accept the party leadership.

Mr. McDonald is well known to 
laiberals throughout the province. 
At one time he was law partner 


of the late Hon. Malcolra McKenzie, 
who was provincial treasurer in the 
cabinet of the late Hon, Arthur Sif- 
ton, 

The names of Hector Lan 
A. of Medicine Hat, and George 
Webster, M. L. A. of Calgary, were 
also placed in nomination, but they 
withdrew, and it was Mr. Webster 
who put in nomination the name of 
Mr. McDonald. 

One of the features of the con- 
vention was the action taken upon 
the question of power development, 
the Liberal party pledging itself to 
public ownership and control of this 
utility that all the people may be 
served as is the case with the tele- 
phone utility which was launched as 
a publicly owned system in 1908 by 
Premier Rutherford.
